Thefe Miftakes, whether accidental or wilful, inftead 
of leffening fuch as fall into them in the Opinion of their 
Audience, are generally found to have a contrary Ef 
fe&t, and the Reafon is evident enough, becaufe the 
Multitude are not fo much moved by the Appearance 
of Truth and Solidity of Argument, as by a Spirit of No- 
velty and .a bold + tates, to fuperabundant Purity of 
Heart. . No matter how often they have been cheated 


their being cheated again. As fure as one Set of Men 
will cant, another Set will delieve. The Wickednefs of 
one tallies exactly with the Weakne/s of the other, and 
their Abilities being fo much of a piece, the Junction 
becomes unaccountably firm. In this Situation Reafon 
will do little till fuch time as the Shock of an untoward 
Accident difpofes them to feparate. 

Hence it comes to pafs, that in a/) Ages and under 
all Governments, Oppofitions are formed, and Con/pira- 
cies carried on. The Good, if once they become Great, 
are no lefs liable to thefe Jeterruptions than the moft fla- 
gitious, neither are they at all fecure of the Concurrence 
of the Many, tho’ they. Jay themfelves entirely out for 
their Advantage. Oavius the Triumvir had fewer 
Confpiracies againft him than when with the Empire 
he afflumed the.Name of Auguflus. The Phrs againi 
him, tho’ the defpof the Roman Princes, were not fewer 
than thofe againft Nere, who is gencraliy thought the 
qworft; and which is yet more extraordinary, the Vir- 
tues Of the former did not endear his Memory more to 
the Roman People than the Vices of the /atter. Does all 
this prove, that Virtue and Vice are uncertain, or that 
the former is not infinitely better and more glorious than 
the latter? No certainly; but it fully proves, that the 
Multitude may be impofed upon with refpeét to the Con- 
dud of their Superiors, and that a loud Clamour again 
a Government ought not always. to be accounted a Pre- 
fumption of its being in the ewrozg. 

Thefe are general Principles drawn from the Confi 
deration of human Nature, and will confequently account 
for the d&@ions of Men in all Times and in all Places ; 
and I produce them now to prove the Infignificancy of 
that Argument, which the Writers againit the prefent 
Adminijiration are continually dinning in our Ears, that 
if there was ~o Truth in what they faid, they could not 
meet with fo much Credit. This by the way isa {trange 
Argument in an Age which thinks fo freely as ours is faid 
to do. Onc would think, that according to the ufual 
Courfe of Things, Truth ought to make way for Beliefs 


do and fay, will needs have Belief pals for an indubitable 
Proof of Truth. This I take to be,as reafonable as if a 
Cry of Fire fhould be thought a fufficient Evidence 
again{t an Office of Infurance, which if once it was, | 
prefume xo Office could ftand long. But Men referve 
their Caution tor private Affairs; and are credulous only 
in things that regard the Pub/icé. 

At prefent I thall content myfelf with having fhewn, 
that there is an equal Probability the People may be 
chealéd’ in their Notions, as to Patriots, and to Place- 
men. That it does not follow, the former deferve Ac- 
clamations of Praife, immediately on their afluming 
that Title; and that it is no direét Proof that Mez in 
Power make a wrong Uf of it, becaufe Men out of 
Fower fay they do. That Envy, Malice, and an afpi- 
ring Temper are as capable of pufhing Men on to fraudy- 
lent Pra@ices as Avarice and Ambition, and that confe- 
quently, fuch as have really their Country’s Good at 
heart, ought to pay no greater Regard to the Pretence 
of Publick Spirit in an Accufer, than to loud Protefta- 
tions of Innocence in a Party accufed. The Reafon is 
evident, becaufe Intereft may be very juflly fuppofed to 
actuate both. -We ought therefore to poftpone thefe 
Applications to our Paffions, till fuch time as we have 
confidered the Evidence propounded to our Underfand-

N the 12th, a Train of 22 Pieces of large Bra(s 
Cannon were brought from the Fortrefs of Capua 
to this Arfenal, which immediately were added to the 
25 Pieces lately cait here, and defigned for a Train of 
47 Guns for Battery. For this Purpofe a Number of 
Carpenters and Black{miths are fet to work, to make 
with great Expedition new Carriages for thefe Cannon 
and fome Mortars.. On account of the Price of Oil and 
Corn lately increafed in this Kingdom, occafioned by 
the Exportation thereof granted to the French, fome 
Murmurs have happened in this City on the part of the 
Populace. The Government, to prevent greater In- 
conveniences, has laid an Embargo on all Veiilels in this 
Port and Coaft. 

Naples, Dec. 27. N.S. The Troops that this Court 
has ordered to be ready for a March confit of Seven 
Regiments of Foot and two of Cuirafliers and Dragoons, 
and are thofe which the King of Spain lent to the King 
of Naples. A Project has been propofed to the King 
to grant his Pardon toa very great Number of Perfons, 
who for different Crimes have taken Refuge in the 
Churches and Convents of this Kingdom, on condition 
that they fhould ferve the King as Soldiers for a limited 
Time : This Project has been referred by the King to 
the Council of State, and it is thoughe that it will take 
place. On thee21ft M. Cafoli was by Direétion of the 
Court difpatch’d to Brefcia to purchafe 1 2000 Barrels for 
Muskets. In confequence of the Treaty of Commerce 
lately ftipulated between the King and the Porte, the 
refpective Subjeéts have begun to enjoy the Benefit of it 
by the Trade which they have commenced from Brin- 
difi to Ragufi, crofs the Adriatick Sea, 

Florence, Fan. 8. On the 2d a Cabinet Courier was 
difpatched by the Regency to Vienna, it is faid to in- 
form the Great Duke of Provifions Jately feized by the 
Neapolitan Garifon of Orbijtello in his Dominions, as 
well as the Motions which are making by the Court of 
Naples, in order to receive the neceflary Inftrudtions. 
On the 3d a Council of War was held, in confequence 
of which, M. de la Tour, Major of the Lorrain Regi- 
ment of Foot Guards, and M. Warren, Colonel of the 
Artillery, were difpaiched to Leghorne. A Detach- 
ment of 200 Soldiers out of the Tufcan Regiment of 
Foot Guards was ordered from Leghorn to reinforce 
the Garifon of Grofleto; and a Courier was fent to 
Marquis Salviati, the Tufcan Governor of the Fortre(s 
of Siena, to deliver it to the Commanding Officer of 
the German Troops there. ‘Three Companiés of Ger- 
man Cuirafliers are ordered from Pifa to Siena, whither 
the neceflary Artillery, Ammunition, &c. are ordered, 
to put that Fortrefs into a Pofture of Defence.
